NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 11.—The State 
Gubernatorial Convention reassembled at 10 
this morning, and immediately adopted, al- 
most unanimously, the report of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials recognizing twenty- 
nine Low-Tax and two State-Credit dele 
gates from two contested counties. Owing 
to the exceedingly large number of delegates 
who filled the spacious hall and part of the 
galleries, and the very bad arrangement for 
seating spectators in the galleries, compara- 
tively few spectators were admitted until 
late in the afternoon. Just after the adop- 
tion of the reportof the Committee on Cre- 
dentials, a motion was made to receive and 
consider the report of the Committee on Res- 
olutious. This oecasioned great confusion. 
Disorder reigned sometime. Finally order 
was restored, and then J. B. Gordon, of 
Memphis, took advantage of the opportunity 
presented to secure the adoption of a resolu- 
tion inviting Gen. Frank Cheath ex-Con- 
federate leader, toa seat. on the Speaker’s 
stand. This movement was regarded by 
some as intended to bring forward the re- 
cipient of this compliment as a “dark 
horse” for the nomination of Governor. 
Then the two-thirds rule was adopted, and a 
resolution offered by Judge Smith, State- 


Credit delegate, pledging the delegates to. 


support the platform which might be adopted 
and the candidate nominated on it. Much 
dissatisfaction being manifested, the resolu- 
tion was withdrawn. The committee sent to 
look for the Committee on Platform reported 
that they were unable to find them, and, after 
the introduction of numerous resolutions of 
a nonsensical mature, the Convention ad- 
journed till 2 o’clock this afternoon. 

The reading of the report of the majority 
Committee on Resolutions, just after the as- 
sembling of the Convention in the after- 
noon, was interrupted by loud and contin- 
ued cheermg, the plank denouncing repu- 
diation being especially applauded by dele- 
gates and spectaturs. It was very evident 
that the majority report was the most popu- 
lar, and seemed to be just what the over- 
whelming majority wanted. The minority 
report, signed by Johnson and others, was 
also cheered, ranking next in popularity to 
the one previously read. Next came the 
minority report signed by Garner and others, 
but the applause which greeted it was 
very faint, and foreshadowed its fate. 
The previous question on the Johnson 
winority report was moved, but withdrawn 
after numerous motions for withdrawal, 
brief speeches, and much disorder. The 
motion was carried by an overwhelming ma- 
jority, the call of counties resulting in 780 
ayes and 440 noes being cast. The announce- 
ment of the result provoked a burst of pro- 
longed applause, much excitement prevail- 
ing for a protracted period on the floor and 
in the galleries. Then ensued a great deal 
of sparring between the champions of both 
factions. The Garner report, brought be- 
fore the Convention on motion to adopt it in 
lieu of the majority report, occasioned tre- 
mendous excitement.. The five-minute 
rule was adopted, and the debate com- 
menced at once. The Hon. II. C. Snodgrass, 
one of the leaders of the Low-Tax wing, 
opened with an earnest appeal for harmony, 
saying that if the majority report was 
adopted, thirty-five or forty counties 
would withdraw from Convention. 
Numerous State-Credit men leaped to their 
feet, told him to bolt, and take his followers 
with him. The tenor of the remarks by oth- 
er Low-Tax advocates was similar, and, as 
the speeches by the State-Credit men were 
couched in the warmest terms of defense, a 
bolt was momentarily expected. At intervals 
the Chairman lost entire control of the Con- 
vention, his repeated rapping of the gavel 
2 drowned 88 disgraceful uproar. Af t- 
er a long time Chairman restored quiet, 
and a vote on the adoption of the report was 
taken by counties, resulting in 470 ayes and 
849 noes being cast. After considerable con- 
fusion an adjournment was taken till 8:30 in 
the evening. | 

One hundred and fifty Low-Tax men met 
at 7 o’clock to-night, and decided to remain in 
the Convention until the State-Debt leaders 
had fully committed themselves to the major- 
ity report, or some such measure, when, 
upon call of Snodgrass, they were to with- 
draw and carry as many with them as they 
could control.

CONNECTICUT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chitago Tribune, 

HArtTrorbD, Conn., Aug. 11—The Repub- 
liean Convention held to-day was the largest 
and most enthusiastic held for years past, 
and the ticket nominated is eminently fitted 
to insure the placing of Connectigut’s Elect- 
oral votes in the Republican column. Mayor 
Bigelow, of New Haven, can overthrow the 
Democratic majority in that city, if such a 
thing is possible. When ho was elected it 
was by 2800 majority in that place, which 
has always gone from 1,500 to 2,000 for the 
Democratic ticket. 

Gen. William H. Bulkley, of Hartford, 
nominated for Lieutevant-Governor, is an or- 
ganizer of great ability, and his brother was 
recently elected Mayor of Hartford by a 
large majority, completely overturning the 
Democratic majority of 600 which has pre- 
vailed for years past. 

The Democratic overplus in these two 
principal cities have long been the main fact- 
ors of Democratic successes in the State, 
overwhelming as they have the small Repub- 
lican majorities in the country sections. The 
loss of Hartford and New Haven, or the cut- 
ting down of their majorities, makes a Re- 
publican majority in November almost a cer- 
tainty. 

The remainder of the State ticket is com- 
posed of strong material, very judiciously 
chosen, and calculated to win votes iu the 
State generally. 

The platform is modest in its tenor, and a 
curious plank regarding color-blindness 
needs a word of explanation. Last winter 
the Republican Legislature enacted a law re- 
quiring the discharge of all railroad em- 
ployés who could not pass a scientific exami- 
nation for color-blindness and defective 
vision. The operation of this law has en- 
countered earnest protests from 4,000 em- 
ployés, over 2,000 of whom are voters. It is 
generally admitted that the law operates un- 
7 and, being a measure of a Republican 
egislature, the party is held to the responsi- 
bility. Of the 3,000 voters among railroad 
employés, 1,500 are Republicans, whose votes 
might be lost because of the law, and this 
danger is cleverly avoided by the insertion 
in the platform of a substantial promise of 
the repeal of the obnoxious law.

SPRINGFIELD, UL, Aug. 11.—The fourth 
annual reunion of the soldiers and sailors of 
Central Illinois began here to-day, when the 
city, generously decorated with flags and 
bunting, was invaded by a mass of strag- 
gling warriors from the central portion of 
the State, very few of whom belonged to the 
same regiment, or even to the same army 
corps, during the late War. These strag- 
Kling veterans have been coming in all day 
and all the evening, some registering at the 
hotels, some at Camp Hooker, where 
the reunion proper is to be held. 
The result has been to somewhat con- 
fuse matters, and to prevent anything 
like organization into companies and bat- 
talions until to-morrow. By that time, how- 
ever, there is every reason to believe that 
things will be in smooth running order, and 
that the reunion will be not only one of the 
largest but one of the pleasantest held in this 
section of the State for years. 

The Association is fortunate in having 80 
good a place as the Fair-Grounds in which to 
pitch its tents. The grounds are about 
two miles north of the city, easily 
accessible, and admirably suited for the 
purposes to which they are just 
now devoted. The militia tents are 
in a clump of trees to the soubhwest of the 
grand stand, and the mess-hall and the ex- 
temporized guard-house to the southeast.

LOCAL CRIME. 


THE M’MAHON MURDER. 

Yesterday morning it was decided by the 
police authorities to expedite matters in the 
McMahon case, and in accordance with that 
decision the witnesses were subpeenaed to 
appear at the Town-Hall, Lake, this mora- 
ing, where the inquest will be concluded. 

Mrs. Reidy and Mrs. Mack, ladies in the 
house where O’Neil boarded, called yester- 
day morning on Mr. Thomas Crotty, to se 
cure his services as counsel, and gave a 
synopsis of the testimony which they will 
put forth at the inquest, if the Coroner will 
admit of evidence in defense. Their story is 
this: O’Neilis a hard-working young fel- 
low of excellent disposition and characte 
his only glaring fault bemg a disposi- 
tion to go upon a hilarious jamboree 
every month when paid off. The 
day. before the murder, Monday, he 
received his wages, and in accordance with 
time-honored custom proceeded to hoist as 
much Lake Town tanglefoot aboard as he 
could hold—which was about twice as much 
as he could carry. The engineer of the brick 
works where O’ Neil is employed, found him 
lying in a ditch asleep at sundown, and with 
extreme difficulty conveyed him home, land- 
ing him in the house at 7 7 m. O’ Neil wanted 
then to go and taper off on beer, but two 
boys—sons of his landlady, Mrs. Reidy— 
stole his coat, vest, and hat to keep him at 
home. O’Neil searched for his clothing for 
some time, and finally, about 8 o’clock, went 
to bed with the boys. 

At about 12:30 that night young Reidy, a 
chum of O' Neil’s, came back from a visit, and 
looked into O’Neil’s room to see if he was 
yet abed, for, it was the habit of the chums 
each to leave the door unlatched if the other 
was still out. See O’Neil abed and 
in a drunken sleep, he locked the door and 
went to his room. In the morn 
after 5 o’clock, Mrs. Reidy awoke O 
the boys that slept with him. Owing 
spree, he had no appetite, and would eat 
nothing. The boys gave him his coat and 
hat, and he left with them for the brick-yard, 
7 „ MeMahon's place, and two and a half 
miles away. 

O' Neil is, according to Mrs. Reidy, an ex- 
- sound sleeper even when sober, 
and itis next to impossible to wake him 
when drunk.

THAT MYSTERIOUS SHOOTING. 

“Buck” McDonough, or McDonald, 
which latter is his true name, though he 
denies it, is a very untractable prisoner. 
At least a half-dozen efforts were made yes- 
terday to get him to tell who his 
assailants were, and also to tell why 
they did their best to end his life, 
but he stubbornly stuck to the story 
whieh he first told, and which has been fully 
proved to be false.

English’s private affairs, as disclosed by the 
publie records of Marion County, in a most 
disagreeable, not to say insulting, manner, 
He deserves to be sued for libel, not at the 
close of the pending campaign, but now, sum- 
marily. But he has collected a variety ot sta- 
tistics of an exceedingly interesting charac- 
ter as showing Mr. English’s fondness for 
litigation and his intimacy with the Sheriff, 
which, under the circumstances, the public 
would feel justly grieved to be deprived of. 
One item is of especial interest as showing 
what a passion the Democratic eandidate for 
the Vice-Presidency has for acquiring a land- 
ed estate. This passion seems to have seized 
upon him soon after the panic of 1873, He 
was very considerate about it, however. He 
did not go round among hisneighbors and beg 
them to part with their land in the usual way. 
Ohno! He loaned them certain sums of money, 
taking their houses and lots as security, 
and when they got tired of paying prin- 
cipal and interest he kindly took their prop- 
erty off their hands by the proceas of fore- 
closure. In this way the Commercial cor- 
respondent finds by the records that Mr. 
English took the trouble to enter about 180 
foreclosure suits, mostly within the last three 
years. In this way he saved the owners the 
annoyance of conveying away the property 
they had wearied of holding, and transferred 
the labor to the courts. And, when the prop- 
erty was not sufficient to cancel the small 
balance remaining due thereon, he generously 
took a personal judgment for the rest, and 
waited until the bankrupt should be able to 
resume business and earn money to meet it. 

Mr. English is a very just man; heis no 
respecter of persons or sex. There is noth- 
ing mean about him. Whatever his views 
may be on the subject of female suffrage, he 
recognizes the right of women to be sued. 
This can be proven from the records of 
Marion County, for forty of his 180 mortgage 
foreclosures are against women. The record 
as reproduced in the Commercial looks 
queer. On one side it is very monotonous, 
while on the other it is very varied, as for in- 
stance it reads: 


William H. English vs. Rebecca P. Sinker, 
William H. English vs. Nancy Nichols. 
William H. English vs. Lorinda MeMechaffey. 
William H. English vs. Katharine Schiegal.

And so on to the end of the chapter, which is 
a very long chapter. Mr. English does not 
make invidious distinctions; his charities are 
dispensed to all nationalities. Ifa poor man 
gets tired of his cottage, whether he be an 
Irishman, a Dutchman, or a Yankee, he bas 
only to borrow a little money from the In- 
dianapolis benefactor, pay three-quarters of 
the principal and be prompt with the inter- 
est, and he may feel sure of the transfer of 
his property without the inconvenience of 
himself making a conveyance, Mr. English 
isasortof poor man’s plaster, which suits 
every case of monetary disease, because it 
draws and draws until there is nothing left 
in the hands of the patient to dispute about. 

In eighty cases of the one hundred and 
eighty foreclosures, it seems that Mr. En- 
glish has entirely finished the litigation, for 
the Commercial correspondent found that 
number of Sheriff’s deeds. He found, too, 
about an equal number of tax-deeds had 
been issued to Mr, English, showing that 
that estimable gentleman is quite willing to 
pay the taxes of his indigent neighbors. The 
generosity of this act appears vividly when 
it is considered that the law of Indiana pro- 
vides that the purchaser of tax-certificates 
gets only 15 per cent for the first six months, 
10 per cent for the remainder of the year, 15 
per cent for the second year, and 25 per cent 
per annum thereafter for twenty years. In 
advancing money for taxes under these cir- 
cumstances Mr. English is shown in the light 
ofa double benefactor: first, to the county 
and State, and, second, to the impecunious 
citizen whom he accommodates at the mod- 
erate rate of 25 percent per annum. There 
is an unjust prejudice against tax-buyers in 
this community-which we trust the example 
of Mr. English, the poor man’s friend, will 
speedily remove. 

We trust Mr, English will lose no time in 
instituting a suit for libel against the 
person, whoever he may be, who asserts 
that he (English) is not popular in Indian- 
polis. The Sheriff of Marion County, being 
asked what he knew about Mr English’s 
popularity, promptly replied: “I am a 
Republican, but I ean say this much: 
he is one of the best friends I ever had in an 
official way.“ Whatmore emphatic indorse- 
ment of popularity coulda public man de- 
sire! Let Mr. English commence suit, and 
call the Sheriff, and, if the Sheriff’s word 
isn’t good with the Courts of Indianapolis, he 
can produce record evidence in abundance 
in support of it. By all means let 
Mr. English institute libel suits, but 
by no means let him wait till after 
election. If it were done, it were well that it 
were done quickly. The normal condition of 
Mr. English is that of plaintiff in suits ip 
chancery and at common law. By these suits 
he has turned many an honest (?) penny, and 
turned many a defendant out of court, net to 
say out of house and home. 

Says the Commercial correspondent: “It 
would be an easy matter to fill the Commer- 
cial with affidavits of parties who had been 
glad to escape with their lives.” If the Com- 
mercial continues its investigation, doubtless 
it will procure affidavits from women. We 


suggest to Mr. English the propriety of com- | 


mencing one libel suit at least, just for the 
novelty of the thing, against a woman!

DEMOCRATIC TRIBULATION IN INDIANA. 

The better class of Democrats in Indiana— 
those who lay claim to personal decency and 
respectability—are rapidly becoming dis- 
gusted at the Indecencies of the rank and 
file, the character of their candidates, and 
the methods of the campaign. In hatred of 
the negro some of the southern counties 
rival the worst counties in Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi, and ptactice the methods of bull- 
doing in a manner that disgusts even 
Southerners. This hatred of the negro is 
one of the prominent features of the Demo- 
cratic campaign, and is arousing a feeling of 
disgust among the respectable members of 
the party. Washington County presents 4 
fair sample of the manner in which ne. 
groes are and persecuted, and 
it adds to the significance of this 
hatred that the people of the county 
claim to be representative Democrats, who 
possess the simon-pure, unadulterated article 
of Democracy, Twenty years ago the Dem- 
ocrats of Washington County drove every 
negro out of it, but not until they had mur- 
dered two or three of them, burned the 
church where they had been accustomed to 
worship, and threatened any one of them 
with death who attempted to return. Since 
that tine no colored man has been allowed 
to live within the county lines, and no white 
man has befriended the proscribed class 
without exposing himself to violence. A 
correspondent of the Indianapolis Journal 
gives several instances of this intolerance, of 
witich the following is a fair sample:

This intolerance and persecution of the 
negro, which outdoes even Yazoo, is dis- 
gusting not only Republicans and even 
Southern men who are frequent visitors to 
Southern Indiana, but also the more decent 
Democrats, who find ita hard load to carry. 
Southern methods in the North do not con- 
sort with Northern practice or principle, and 
the ignorance, superstition, and prejudice of 
these poor whites in Southern Indiana, who 
came there originally from Kentucky, where 
they were lower down in the social scale 
even than the negroes, as well as their vio- 
lence and persecution of every negro who 
comes that way are heavy loadsfor decent 
Democrats to carry in conducting their cam- 
paign, 

These, however, are not the only loads the 
party is carrying. There is neither pride 
nor satisfaction in the State ticket, or in the 
man chosen at Cincinnati for second place 
on the National ticket, English has not 
roused a ripple of enthusiasm. On the other 
hand, as the campaign progresses he is dis- 
covered to be another load the party must 
carry. Itisa significant test of the esteem 
in which he is held in his own party that 
he is threatening to hold Democratic papers 
liable if they print libels against him, and 
watches the columns of the principal Dem- 
ocratic organ every day to collect whatever 
may be libelous! A Bourbon of the most 
conservative and moss-backed description, 
sordid, grasping, and close-fisted by nature, 
hoarding his wealth in an tron cage 
with all the instincts of a milser, cold, 
narrow, and prejudiced in his ¢ontact 
with those about him, he has not 
an element of personal or political 
strength calculated to arouse enthusiasm or 
bring the masses into sympathy with him. 
Landers, the candidate for Governor, a vul- 
gar boor and brawling, hypocritical dema- 
gog, is even worse than English. He is not 
aceeptable even among the negro-haters of 
Washington County. The same correspond- 
ent from whom we have already quéted says 
of the feeling in that section: 


He is only tolerated at the very best. and his 
nomination has excited positive disgust amon 
many life-long Democrats. One of the wheel- 
homes of the party in this county said, a day or 
two ago: “I have no use for that mau Landers. 
I don't like him personally or politically, but 
suppose I sball have to vote for him or be read 
out of the party.” It is openly stated here that 
Landers should be kept out of this range of 
counties, for his presence among the people will 
only tend to increase the numberof his oppo- 
nents and promote dissensions in the party. 


This feeling is shared among Democrats in 
various sections of the State, and there is a 
very general feeling that the onty hope of 
success they have this fall lies in keeping 
him out of sight as much as possible, while 
many prominent men, who would look upon 
a Democratic defeat as a calamity, swear 
they will not support Landers, whatever may 
be the result of their action. Meanwhile the 
Republican candidate is making a magnifi- 
cent canvass, He is hailed everywhere with 
the utmost enthusiasm by his own party, and 
he commands the respect even of the Demo- 
crats, who have no difficulty in appreciating 
the contrast between him and the mounte- 
bank Landers, with his disagreeable personal 
qualities, his demagogism as a politician, and 
his .crazy fiat doctrines which hard-money 
Democrats cannot swallow. 


A BUSINESS VIEW OF POLITICS. 

It is scarcely disputed that Democratic sue- 
cess in the approaching Presidential elec- 
tion will place the ruling class of the South 
in complete dominion over National! affairs. 
If disputed, this prospect can be easily con- 
firmed by the simplest process of reasoning. 
The election of Hancock will undoubtedly 
secure to the Democrats a renewal of the 


control of Congress which they now enjoy. 


The party majority in Congress will be zoy- 
erned strictly by the party cauers. The 
party caucus will be governed by a majority 
of its members, and the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives from the South constitute that 
majority. The Southern Brigadiers will con- 
trol the legislation of the Nation in that case. 
Gen. Hancock, as President, will exercise no 
restraint upon the ruling element. His 
rather servile obedience to the dictation of 
the same class when he was in command 
in New Orleans, soon after the close 
of the War, is sufficient evidence 
that he will not antagonize those 
people at this late day, and after they hall 
have elected him to the highest office in the 
land. Moreover, Gen. Hancock owes his 
nomination mainly te the Southern delegates 
to the Cincinnati Convention, and gratitude 
as well as his personal sympathies will 
prompt him to fall into line at the command 
of the Southern leaders. 

Every man, therefore, who looks forward 
to the possibility of a Democratic Adminis- 
tration during the next four yéars must, in 
all reason, consider the bearing which selfish 
and sectional Southern influences are likely 
to have upon the business interests of the 
country, :

Based upon the stastistics in the census of 
1870, but 63¢ per cent of all the manufactures 
of the country was the product of the South, 
and but 3M per cent of the mining products 
come from the same section. The South is- 
sues less th an Ig per cent of the entire pa- 
per-money cireulation; has jess than 1 per 
cent of the savings-banks deposits, which 
gauge industry and thrift; and avails itself 
of only a little more than 5 per cent of the 
full line of bank discounts. The same sec- 
tion has paid but 13 per cent of the enormous 
cost of the railway system of the United 
States; and of the entire amount expended 
annually for the support of public schools, 


the Southern States spend less than 10 per 


cent. ' 

These figures tell their own story. They 
reveal with unerring accuracy the commer- 
cial and ‘material supremacy of the North. It 
is for the people who are identified with this 
supremacy to determine whether they can 
safely trast the legislation that affects it in 
the hands of those who represent so insignifi- 
cant a proportion of the great prosperity of 
the Nation. There is no line of National leg- 
islation, Whether the tariff, the Internal-Rev- 
enue laws, currency and banking, transporta- 
tion by rail or water, the postal facilities, 
manufactures, mining, agriculture, or educa- 
tion, in which Southern influences, suggested 
by selfish and sectional motives, may not be 
tremendously injurious to the great interests 
of the North. A single instance will suffice 
to illustrate the danger. Alexander, H. 
Stephens, one of the most conservative of 
the Southern leaders, recently declared ina 
speech to his Georgia constituents that one 


of the Democratic “reforms” in posse is 


the abolition of the entire internal-revenue 
tax, which amounts to about $120,000,000 
annually, in order to relieve from taxation 
whisky and tobacco, which form the bulk of 
the Southern contributions to the support of 
the Government, Such a scheme would ne- 
cessitate in part an abandonment of the pros- 
ent policy of gradually reducing the National 
debt, and also impose upon the thrifty classes 


of the North new burdens of taxation in the | 


shape of an income tax, and other oppressive, 
discriminating, and obnoxious taxes, This is 
but one of the possible methods to which the 
South, ounce in power, may resort in order to 
injure the material interests of the North. 
All this suggests a business phase in poli- 
tics which intelligent voters at the North 
eannot afford to ignore.

REPUBLICAN SENTIMENT IN ENGLAND. 
It is one of the notable signs of the times 
that the English papers, without regard to 
partisan sentiment, are earnestly and 
thoughtfully discussing the influence of Re- 
publicanism, particularly in the case of 
France, upon the English political system, 
the motive for the discussion being found in 
the recent debate in Parliament upor the 
proposition to erect a monument in West- 
minster Abbey to the memory of the late 
Prince Napoleon, ho was slain during the 
Zulu war. The Spectator asserts that the 
true significance of the vote by which this 


proposition was rejected was the growing 


appreciation of republicanism as a form of 
government which is developing in thiscoun- 
try.“ While the proposition was pending in 
Parliament numerous public meetings were 
held, and the papers were flooded with eom- 
munications pro and con, until at last it grew 
to be a great national movement in which 
this sentiment was everywhere predominant. 
In a milder way, the arrest of Bradlaugh 
produced the same effect, and if in his 
ease the question of atheism had not 
been involved the republican sentiment 
would probably have been still more marked. 
While this sentiment ig not strong enough to 
predicate from it any change in the English 
form of government unless some great crisis 
should occur in which the weakness of the 
present system might be painfully apparent, 
it is sufficiently marked to indicate that the 
English people have no hostility to Repub- 
lies; on the other hand, are glad to find that 
they succeed and that monarchy Is not a ne- 
cessity to the existence and prosperity of a 
great State. The people, says the Svectator, 
“never bad much feeling about legitimacy; 
they like it still less now that it is so closely 
associated with eclericalism; and their feel- 
ing about monarchy is not so powerful as 
many outsiders think.” This feeling may 
grow still stronger should Italy and Spain 
and other Continental countries whose tend- 
ency is in that direction follow the ex- 
ample of France and set themselves up 
as Republics, It is somewhat amusing 
to observe that, while the Spectator is very 
sure the Republican sentiment is continually 
spreading, it is equally sure that there will 
be no change in the form of government. It 
is confident that the extension of suffrage is 
republicanizing popular sentiment, that the 
people are impatient of the old English. 
method of governing bya caste, that the 
Duke of Wellington’s ideal of government 
through the gentry is ina good deal of dan- 
ger, and even that if the Queen had been ill- 
advised after the recent election “the result 
might have been historical”; still it thinks 
there are only two contingencies in which a 
change could occur. The first of these is the

Such utterances as the above from two of 


the ablest papers printed in England are ex- 
tremely significant. While they may not in- 
dicate any sign of an immediate change in 
the form of government, they do indicate 
that a great change is going on in popular 
sentiment, that there is a sufficient respect 
for and approval of a republican form of 
government to adopt it whenever a suffi- 
eleut emergency arises, and that Englishmen 
have at last arrived at the settled conviction 
that a State can suceeed without a monarch, 
and that a Republic is ‘quite as good as even 
a mixed monarchy. And probably, if the 
English Government should ever take it 
upon itself to seriously question or oppose 
the final decision of the people, a republican 


form of government would be put into 


working order vey speedily. 


WHAT TO DO WiTH THE MONEY. 

The English papers are discuss the 
question, “ What is to be done with the 
money? The Statist of July 17 states that 
at that date a sum of money equal to $1,000,- 
000,000 was lying idle in London waiting for 
profitable investment. The earnings by En- 
glish capitalists during the last five years 
have been comparatively small, but the ac- 
cumulations have been greater than in for- 
mer years, because none of the money has 
been wasted in wildeat and irrational invest- 
ments, Though the earnings haye been 
ratably less, the losses have been as nothing, 
and hence the balances on deposit and ac- 
tually waiting for investment now represent 
the extraordinary sum stated. The five years 
of comparative stagnation were also years of 
stringent economy,—an economy that was 
more or less a neceasity at first, and which 
was adhered to long after it ceased to be en- 
forced. Large accumulations were the re- 
sult, and prudence in making investments 
has since then been the rule, Before the de- 
pression in business speculation was always 
able to entice investments upon promises of 


large dividends and sudden wealth, Those 


who lost their money when the collapse 
came, and bankrupteies with little or no 
dividends to creditors were the rule, have so 
far hoarded their surpluses, and are even yet 
slow to embark in new enterprises. The 
money on deposit is a solid reality, even 
though it yield no profit, and those who own 
it are waiting for something outside of the 
old beaten track before they venture again 
to invest. The Spectator states the case as 
it stands at present thus:

We, too, bave had 
our day of prostration of business and wreck 
of credit; we, too, have had investments in 
speculations which were to yield anywhere 
from 25 to 1,000 per gent; we had our banks, 
and institutions, and private desks crowded 
Wwith-10 per cent bonds issued by the ream, 
and, as the Greenbackers say, “to meet all 
the necessities of the country.” We, too, 
had the collapse, followed by an enforced 
economy of the severest kind, which econo- 
my in turn afflicted various branches of busi- 
ness, and especially labor, Then, as in the 
case of England. there eame a recovery, but the 
expenditure of former days was not repeated. 
Money saved was put away in stockings ana 
teapots; every man saved all he could from 
his earnings, and reduced his expenditures 
tothe minimum. Thousands were out of 
employment, earfing nothing; but those who 
bad an income spent nothing beyond what 
was necessary, Thus, while on the one hand 
there was want, on the other there was ac- 
cumulation, At last there came the recevery, 
and when the Government offered a 4 per 
cent bond the money aceumulated and 
hoarded came forth, and no less than $700,- 
000,000 of 4 per cent bonds found a market 
even faster than the Government could issue 
them. The bonds sent home from Europe 
under the call released that much capital 
there, much of which is now idle in Lon- 
don, while the new bonds have afforded 
a means of investment. to our own people 
in this country which was never so gener- 
ally utilized before, In the meantime so cheap 
and abundant has money become that rail- 
road corporations of undoubted solvency are 
finding a market for 4 per cent bonds with 
whieh to take up other bonds bearing 7 or 8 
per cent; first-class municipal corporations 
find no difficultyin funding their indebt- 
edness at low rates of interest; and to-day 
the Government 4 per cents are selling at 
10004, showing how abundant must be the 
money that forfeits nearly two years and a 
half of interest in order to get a 4 per cent 
investment, In this country our supply of 
money is so abundant that the difficulty is to

ALLEGED PRISON OUTRAGES. 
Special Dispatch to The Ohtecagn Tribune. 
Boston, Aug. 11.--The Governor and Coun- 
cil will to-morrow make public their report 
ona recent investigation into the State Prison 
management. They will exonerate the War- 
den and Deputies from charges of neglect of 
duty, lack of business capacity, extrava- 
gance in purchasing supplies, and the 
shooting of convicts,—evidence on the 
latter charge showing that the officers acted 
in self-defense, especially in one case where 
they were exposed to an attack from an ex- 
cited convict, who was rushing at them with 
an open knife and an iron bar, and the 
discipline of the whole prison was at 
stake. The Warden is censured for 
stringing up convicts. It was not proved 
that prisoners in this position were without 
food or water, but it was proved that while 
hanging in this position they had in some in- 
stances not been allowed te. attend to 
the calls of nature, and this must be char- 
acterized as inhuman and barbarous. Un this 
point the Warden frankly stated that he had 
given no instructions, but said he had sup 
posed his officers would themselves have 
sense enough to grant a uest for such re- 
lief, and further said he had no more thought 
of giving them instructions to that effect than 
if he had put a convict in their charge 
for transportation on a railroad train. Con- 
victs have been kept in 80 y confinement 
in dark cells from fifteen t6 twenty days, and 
this punishment is not uked. But pro- 
vision will hereafter made for a 
daily visit of a physician. There were 
many charges of brutality towards 
sick and insane convicts. And the, Council 
say that for years there have been men in 
the State Prison subject to prison discip- 
ine, under treatment of Prison officers, who 
could not be blamed for regarding them as 
refractory convicts: whereas, in fact, they 
should have been patients in an insane-asy- 
lum under medical treatment, or regarded as 
victims of disease. As a necessary conse- 
— in some of these cases there has un- 
oubtedly been harsher treatment on the 
part of some of the prison officers in tying 
such convicts to the in handling them, 
and in other ways, than would have been 
ustifiable had their mental condition been 
nown. As to the matter of Casey at the 
old prison, nothing can justify the inhuman, 
outrageous, and horrible manner in which 
he was driven from his cell with a red-hot 
poker. The scene is disereditable to the 
then — Warden, and to 8 
omeer who advised or countenanced i 
The Warden testifies that he 1 of 
it, and rebuked his to 2 who has since 
resigned, for committing it. With regard to

An Interesting Ceremony—Coming from 
a Beligious Retreast- Taking the 
Veil.

Nineteen novices relinquished the wh 

veil, which they had worn for a year, and 

took the black veil, mak their vows to re- 
main Sisters of Charity during their life. 

Twenty postulants who had completed a 

novitiate of one year took the white veil. 

After having worn this a year they have the 
rivilege of withdrawing from their life of 

Sevotion to the Church. The ceremony was 

concluded with a solemn celebration of high 

mass, The convent is an AN structure, 
five stories high, and built with funds pro- 
vided by Lady Paulina Von Malinkrodt, 
who named it for her deceased brother, 

Count Herman Von Malinkrodt, of the Ger- 

man Parliament, and au object of the wrath 

of Bismarck. The Countess, who witnessed 
this ceremony y, came to this country 
from Belgium, where she lives in exile. She 
is accompanied by Sister Chrysostoma, who 
is also of blood-royal. The Sisters wear the 
garb of nuns. L M Paulina is wealthy in her 
own right, and so liberal was she in spread- 

her faith that her family was exiled 
and all the wealth which she had bestowed 
on religious objects was confiscated, with 
the exception of ten Sisters, who were per- 
mitted to remain in Germany to attend to the 
blind, whom they had ga into their 
asylums. All were banished, and sought 
refuge in the United States. Lady Paulina 
will complete -her visitation to all of the 
twenty-six religious houses in this country 
and e 25 in South America previous to her 
return to Belgium, 


INVESTIGATION. 


What Has Been Discovered in the 
Wisconsin Insane Hospital Matter, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Mapison, Wis., Aug. 11.— The investiga- 
tion into the affairs of the Hospital for the 
Insane were continued to-day, Levi Alden, 
Secretary of the Board of Trustees, being 
examined at some length relative to the 
operation of the Board.

THE PROCESSION. 

The arrangements making for the Grand 
Master’s stand, or point of review, suggest 
what, in the Roman times, was considered 
essential to an Emperor or General. This 
was the platform styled the suggestum, which 
appears upon many of the Imperial coins of 
Rome. On Constantine’s arch in that city 
the suggestum is evidently made of wood, 
like a little stage, for the heads of the nails 
are seen represented that fastened the boards 
together. Upon a coin of the Emperor Au- 
gustus the Emperor appears seated on the 
suggestum addressing delegates of three 
legions, who ure holding out their hands to 
the monarch. They-are known by the legion- 
ary standard,—the Eagle. Upon other coins 
appears the Emperor with the genius of 
Abundance before him; known by the 
cornucopia and other indications. Other 
variations of the type appear, but the main 
idea is the same,—viz.: that when the Em- 
peror or his Lieutenant addressed the publie, 
either in mass or by delegates, the suggestum 
was prepared upon well-understood propor- 
tions as to hight and length. 


Commissioner De Wolf, after a ride along

THE SIEGE OF MALTA. 

There are five epochs in the memorable 
story of the Knightly Order as practiced in 
America which should be kept in remem- 
brance by the reader of their history, viz.: 
A. D. 1187, when the disastrous battle of 
Hattin lost to Christendom the Kingdom of 
Jerusalem ; 1291, the desperate defense and 
loss of Acre, which ended the Crusades; 
1480, the first siege of Rhodes by the Turks; 
1522, the second siege and capture of Rhodes 
by the Turks; 1565, the tremendous Leaguer 
of Malta, which is the “Glorious Page of 
Knighly History,” and which I am about to 
describe. 

Grand Master L’Isle Adam led his forces 
from Rhodes, as explained in my last article, 
starting Jan. 1, 1323, and in 1581 took 
possession of Malta, granted by the 
King of Spain. L’Isle Adam died in 
1534. Four Grand Masters held successively 
the reins of power during the next twenty- 
three years, when Sir John De Valette was 
elected in 1557. This is a name that ranks in 
the history of our Order with D’ Aubusson 
and L'Isle Adam,—three of the most accom- 
plished, warriors the age produced. 

The Turks had the same ruler, “

The nationalities. (called Langues) that 
gathered round De Valette, in the events 1 
am describing, were — . e :

Castile, Aragon. An English historian 
reckons in his own country, and makes the 
number offt e t. but as there 
was only one Englishman on the island this 
claim seems preposterous! 

The character of De Valette was well un- 
derstood by the enemy. He had filled every 
office in Order; from a soldier he had 
passed the grades of Captain, General, and 
now Grand Master. He was as much 
esteemed by his brethren as formidable to 
the infidel. 

The leader of the land-forces of the Turks 
was Mustapha, an old soldier of Sara 
and severe in command, cruel and relentless 
to all who fell in his hands. With his forces 
he N off the Island of Malta May 18, 
1505, in 150 vessels. The land troops num- 
—— 1 * „ — o best 
soldiery o e Turkish Empire, 

As the Knightly forces had withdrawn 
within the fortified places, the Turks met no 
resistance in clearing the island of human 
vestiges. They burned the villages, murdered 
the peasants, and destroyed all that they 
could not consume. Then they laid siege to 
the fort of St. Elmo. | 

In the nomenclature of the American Com- 
manderies this celebrated name often occurs. 
At Lambertville, N. J., and at Greenpoint 
N. V.; and at Memphis, Tenn., and at Meri- 
den, Conn., the Templars meet under the 
banner of St. Elmo. The fort at Malta of 
this name was situated on the point 
of a rock at the extremity of a 
narrow piece of land which divides 
the main port into two parts. The fort was 
originally built too small, but, defended with 
inconceivable valor, it resisted the utmost 
efforts of the assailants until June 23, when 
the defense was closed in the death of the 
very last Knight. ‘The venerable defend- 
ers, their faces burnt and disfigured by the 
heat of the sun, almost worn out, were all 
wounded, Noth was seen but cripples, 
arms hanging in slings, mangled limbs that 
had been shot offand no time for burial.” 
But sixty persons at last were left to de- 
fend the breach, but these were something 
more than men who, by a noble 
contempt of death, still made their 

emies tremble.” So fell St. 

Imo, and the Turkish fleet entered 
the port of Mara Muzet, their cannon firing, 
their trumpets sounding and their soldiers 
shouting for joy. Butwhen Mustapha en- 
tered the place and saw how small it was and 
how insignificant eompared with the ye 

elf, he said, with justice, If the little child 
has cost us so dear, what will the father cost 
us?“ for he had lost 8,000 men to achieve his 
first success. The few prisoners were mur- 
dered with appalling cruelty, which so pro- 
voked Grand Master De Valette that he had 
all his own prisoners decapitated and their 
heads fired into the Turkish camp. So the 
siege had fairly begun. 

For several generations after the events 
we are describing all Christendom was 
moved with the story of St. Elmo. How the 
bodies of the dead were rifled by their living 
comrades to secure the few grains of pow- 
der that might be left. How the incompara- 
ble Miranda, having received such a wound 


as prevented his standing, seated himself in 


a chair on the parapet pike in hand and 
assisted in the last defense, How Col. Mas, 
seeing that the place must be taken, having 
a fractured leg, took his chair quieily 
armed with @ two-handled sword, and slew 
several Turks before they could reach his 
vitals with their daggers. How the white- 
haired veteran Eguarus rushed among the 
foremost with a lance and, killing, was 
killed. In all, the Christians lost 1,200 in St. 
Elmo, including 113 Knights. 

On the 29th of June a small force of 734 
noted warriors, picked men, joined the be- 
leagued Knights, On the 4th of July a gen- 
eral assault was made by the Turks, which 
failed. Sixty — 2 a were then turned 
upon the fort called Borgo with a report that 
was heard evenin Sicily. Another tremen- 
dous assault was made Aug. 7, and others 
daily from the l4th to the 16th of August. A 
second reinforcement reached the Knights 
Sept. 7 amounting to 8,300. They were 
received with the ringing of church-bellk, 
but powder was too starce for military 
salutes. This was the last of the assault, for 
on the 2th of September they sailed for 
Constantinople, acknowledging a loss of 30,- 
000 men. The Christian forces lost about 
9,000 killed, besides as many more whose 
wounds incapacitated them all their lives 
from active labor. 

The building of the fortified city of Valet- 
ta was then undertaken in good earnest. All 
Christian nations took a part in it. it was 
deemed a cosmopolitan city, the only one of 
the kind that ever existed from tho founda- 
tions. Grand Master Valette died in 1578, 
but during the future career of the Order at 
Malta, surviving 231 years, no foreign Power 
presumed again to bring a hostile hand 
against the island.

THE BANKERS. 


Meeting of the National Association at 
Saratoga. 

SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 11.— The American 
Bankers’ Association was called to order in 
the Town Hall by J. D. Vermilye, of New 
York, who introduced President Alexander 
Mitchell, of Milwaukee. Mr. Mitchell con- 
gratulated the members of the Convention on 
the change in the financial condition of the 
country which has taken place during the 
past two years. Then the problem of a return 
to specie payments pressed for solution, 
which all awaited with anxiety and some 
with apprehension. Beyond doubt the suc- 
cess of resumption was largely, if not entire- 
ly, due to the cordial and organized effort and 
codperation of the banks and bankers of the 
United States,and thus one 8f the great objects 
of the Association had been happily achieved. 
Resumption has only been tested under the 
most favorable circumstances. It was pre- 
ceded by long and elaborate preparation. 
Overtrading had been checked by enhance- 
ment in value which the currency had un- 
derg one in anticipation of the day fixed for 
resumption. The balance of our foreign 
trade was in our favor, the prosecution of 
works of pubiic improvement had been par- 
tially suspended, and trade and commerce 
had been placed on a footing of prudence 
and economy. Large crops and high prices 
abroad have furnished a stimulus to vast 
trade, to the wants of which the volume of 
currency has been found adequate. In this 
country periods of depression follow periods 
of 888 with the certainty almost, if 
not with the regularity of the seasons. Such 
a périod of depression may now be looked for 
at any time in the future, when an extensive 
failure of the crops sh concur with a sea- 
son of overt and extravagance in en- 
terprise and expenditure. It is, therefore, a 
m r of most serious import what effect 
such depression would have on the present 
apparent stability and equilibrium of our 

system. It may well be questioned 
whether there be lod in the Federal Gov- 
ernment any power to prevent a financial 
crisis, or whether any action it might or 
could take would be more efficient than that 
of the banks in mitigation of the disasters of 
such an emergency. 

Another very important problem presents 
itself which may be found equally difficult 
of solution, growing out of the continuous 
coinage of silver under the existing laws. 
As long as no especial effort shall be made 
to force this silver into circulation its exist- 
ence will affect a the Government 
be N to which it belongs and to 
which it apparently sustains the relation 
substantially of silver bullion; but when- 
ever, by a failure of the crops and other ex- 
igencies of our foreign t balances must 
be remitted to Europe, goid alone will sub- 
serve the ＋ Doubtless any consid- 
erable drain of gold will throw this silver 
into circulation. Paper money will then fall 
to the rank of silver, and our entire circula- 
tion will be depreciated to the value of the 
si — punt ‘

Time Is Money. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribuna, 

med, Aug. 11.—Whilst the officers of the 
DUnois Central Railroad Company Are usually 
attentive tothe comforts ot their passengers, 
yet they do not seem to recognize the fact that 
their time is valuable and should not be wasted 
unnecessarily. 

For the past few months the Hyde Park trains 
da ve been run sometimes on time, but far more 
frequently from ten to twenty miuutes behind 
the time given on their time-table. This applies 
to almost all their trainsin general, but more 
particularly to the train going north, which 
should leave Hyde Park at 7:41 a. m., according 
to the time-tabie. This particular train is near- 
ly on time about once in two weeks; during the 
rest of the time it is, on au average, about fif- 
teen minutes late.

enly their valuable time, but also their more 
valuable temper, and arrive at the Central

THE SOUTHERN WAR. 

Sev eral of the general officers of the Chi- 
cago, St. Louis & New Orleans Railroad are 
in the city. A Trisune representative had 
a talk with them yesterday afternoon regard- 
ing the status of the fight between theirCom- 
pany and the Louisville & Nashville. They 
say no overtures have yet been made for a 
cessation of hostilities. They meant to fight 
it out to the bitter end, ana they felt quite 
confident of their ability to come out of the 
contest victoriously. 
augurated by the Louisville & Nashville, and 
it was for the managers of that Company to 
say when it should stop. They did 
not really know what the Louisville 
& Nashville want; they certainly want- 
ed nothing of it. As they understood 
it, the fight arose from the desire of the Lou- 
isville & Nashville to act as a kind of dicta- 
tor in Southern matters. There has been a 
rule in force for years, and this rule 4 
among all the roads in the country, th 
shorter line should name the rates to all com- 
mon points. The Louisville & Nashville, 
contrary to this rule, wanted the New Or- 
leans Road to submit to agreed rates from 
that city, and that these rates could not de 
changed except by the consent of both par- 
ties making them. If the New Orleans Road 
agreed to such a thing, and the Louisville & 
Nashville saw fit to reduce rates from Pensa- 
cola, Mobile, and other Gulf ports not 
reached by the New Orleans Road, and atthe 
same time the Louisville & Nashville 
refused to accept a reduction in rates from 
New Orleans, the Chicago, St. Louis & New 
Orleans Road would have its hands tied and 
be unable to compete with its rival, which 
would in such an event. have every its 
own way. They would have no objection to 
agreed rates from New Orleans, provided it 
was stipulated that no lower should prevail 
from Mobile, Pensacola, and Gulf ports than 
from New Orleans to Cincinnati, uisville, 
Chicago, St. Louis, and other competing 
points, but under no condition would they 
submit to any arrangement took away 
the right from their road to have as low rates 
from New Orleans as are charged from other

So far the war has been confined almost

THE EXPRESS WAR. 

There is nothing new In the express war. 
The situation remains the same as noted 
yesterday. All the business for points be- 
yond Council Bluffs, reached exclusively by 
Gould’s Pacific Express, goes by the Wabash 
& Rock Island, the Pacifie Express taking it 
over the former and the United States Ex- 
press over the latter. The Pacific and United 
States Express Companies Cooney the same 
office, and, as heretofore stated, make an 
equal division of the business, one company 
taking it for twelve hours and the other for 
the same time alternately.

400,000 in legal-tenders. That is to say, during 


the last five months of 1870 the city banks lost

drain this year will be anything like as great, 
but it is quite enough to account for the disap- 
pearance of $3,500,000 last week.

A good many people are now talking a t 
the wheat crops of Europe as if the yield of 
part of the world were known and figured up 
pretty closely. No one yet knows how much 
wheat has been raised this year in the United 
States, and intelligent guesses range all the way 
from 450,000,000 to 500,000. 000 bu. The wheat 
crop of Europe is not harvested (on the average) 
so early as ours by some weeks, und the yield 
there cannot be known so early as ours; The 
Congress, which will be held about the middle of 
this month, will form estimates for the whole of 
Europe, but those estimates have been in 
former years open to rather wide modifi- 
cations later. There is, however, good reason 
to believe that the deficit of Europe, 
as a whole, will be gomewhat less, and 
may be not.very much less this year than last. 
England is so much better off In respect to 
yield that her buyers may assume a more inde- 
pendent attitade, and wait for the wheat to be 
consigned to them, but even this may not result 
in a material depression. If they found that 
the waiting policy did not bring the wheat, the 
result would be a shatp advance instead of the 
expected decline. Itis possible that compara- 
tively little wheat would be carried over there 
to sell outside of that which steamers must 
carry in order to run un time as per agreement 
with passengers. 

The continuance of the strain in the pork deal 
is exciting a great deal of remark, not only 
amoung the parties who are unfortunate enough 
to have got caught on the short side, but in com- 
mercial circle? generally. Till yesterday the 
trading on Change had settled down to a 
small volume. There was then a rather sharp 
increase in the demand for pork products, 
though mostly for lard and meats, The pork 
trade may still be termed paralyzed, and might 
be thought destiped to remain so at least till 
next November brings new pork on the market. 
That new pork sold yesterday (for November de- 
livery) at $11.75, or about 74 per cent of the price 
charged for any delivery between this date and 


the beginning of October. The pork market has 


been in a condition similar to this for nearly 
sixty days past, and the belief that, without a 
change in the rules, it will remain so for sixty or 
ninety days longer, is perhaps the strongest ar- 
gument used by those who are in favor of mak- 
ing su mmer- packed pork “ regular.“ 
Tue parties who advocate this change in the 
rules say that it is not in the hope of relieving 
the outstanding shorts. They must of necessity 
fill their contracts with winter-packed pork. 
They claim that their Object is to raise the pres- 
ent embargo on trade. Many commissiom men 
have informed their customers that it is useless 
to sell short, as those who do so place themselves 
entirely at the mercy of a“ ring,” and that if 
they buy for an advance they are morally cen 
tain to find the market decline on them some 
fine morning at a rate that will make their heads 
swim and their bank accounts vaflish like a 
dream. Of course this excludes a great deal 
of strictly legitimate trading in futures 
which is generally resorted to asa protection 
against sudden and severe loss. It is well known 
to be customary with millers and provision-deal- 
ers, whe are obliged to hold large stocks at what 
they consider high prices, m order to supply 
their trade, to sell short agafnst it. Under ord- 
nary circumstances they thus insure themselves 
against loss by a big decline in the prices of the 
goods they bold. The same is often done in the 
case of shipments, the short sale being an insur- 
ance against loss by a decline while the property 
isin transit. According to the natural laws of 
trade, they gxpect that if the market declines in 
one place if il do so in another. I there bea 
corner, uu sets at deflauce these precautionary 
reasonings, and leaves the Operator at the mercy 
of those waves which often sweep over the mar-
